WASHINGTON.—The Army has 
received money released to it by 
Defense for repair and remodeling 
of Wherry projetts to be used as 
government quarters at eight posts. 
In addition, it has received small 
sums with which to begin repairs 
and rehabilitation at nine other 
posts. 

Biggest remodeling job will be 
done at Fort Leavenworth, Kan., 
where the Army will spend an aver- 
age of nearly $4000 per unit to add 
a bedroom and bath to as many of 
the 227 units in the Wherry project 
there as architectural design makes 
feasible.

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Court Restricts MP _ 
‘Show Pass’ Powers © 


WASHINGTON — The Court of Military Appeals last 
week pat some restrictions on the military policeman’s de- |} 


mand to see an enlisted man’s 


pass. 

The military police, said the 
court, are free to demand identi- 
fication all day long, provided they 
do it “routinely.” But the minute 
they suspect an enlisted man of a 
pass violation, they have to begin 
being legal about it. 

In that case, the MP must first 
give the suspect a warning under 
Article 31 of the Code. He must 
explain to the man that the man 
need not: comply with an order 
to show his pass. Then he asks to 
see it. 

Just what happens next, if the 
.man refuses to show. the pass, the 
court doesn’t say, but a dissenting 
Judge, George W. Latimer, said 
the MP could and should arrest the 
man, search him, and look at his 
pass, if any. 

In deep disagreement, as usual 
with his two colleagues’ on the 
court, Judge Latimer said the de- 
cision was illogical, would hurt dis- 
cipline and went much further 
than Congress ever»intended. 


THE TWO-MAN MAJORITY of 
the high court said that a military 
policeman investigating a suspect 
was obliged to notify him of his 
right to refuse to make a state- 
ment.

Explorer Ill Furnishing 
More Data Than Expected 


"WASHINGTON — Latest. asses- 
ment of the performance of the 
IGY satellite, Explorer III, known 
to scientists as 1958 Gamma, indi- 
cates that it is completely fulfill- 
ing its scientifie ‘mission. 

The National Academy of Sci- 
ence’s IGY Committee disclosed 
last week that the satellite’s some- 
what eccentric orbit is providing 
scientific data which. actually 
prove considerably more valuable 
than that which would have been 
available from a less eccentric or- 
bit. 

According to Dr. James A. Van 
Allen, member of the committee's 
technical panel of the éafth satel- 
lite programs and chairman of the 
panel’s working group on instru- 
mentation, the “tremendous sweep” 
of the..orbit, from. 117 .to . 1740 
miles above earth, is “splendid for 
cosmie research;” 

Explorer Ill is gathering for the 
first time cosmic ray information 
that is representative of a satel- 
lite’s total orbit. Its. small mag- 
netic tape recorder is continuously 
recording ¢osmie ray data; then 
storing it up for transmittal toa 
single poinjeen. each trip around 
the earth: Dr. Van Allen has esti- 
mated that this is many times 
more valuable than the scattered 


cosmic ray data available until 


now. 


ANOTHER benefit coming from 
the unplanned low perigee orbit 
will be data on the vehicle’s dra« 
as it reenters the atmosphere. It 
is possible, if the batteries last 
longer than planned or if the life- 
time is shorter than expected, that 
the .transmitters would ‘be fune. 
tioning when the satellite reenters 
the atmosphere. If this. occurs 
valuable information will be gath- 
ered on the temperature to which 
the’ satellite is subjected. 

The Army Ballistic Missile 
Agency launched the 1958 Gamma 
from Cape Canaveral, Fla. on 
March 26 by means of a Jupiter C 
rocket vehicle developed jointly 
by ABMA and the Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory, California Institute of 
Technology. 


The Naval Research Laboratory, 
which is tracking the satellite, cal- 
eulates that Explorer III's perigee 
(closest distance to earth) is about 
117 miles and that its apogee (fur- 
thest distance from earth)-is- about 
1750. miles, The satellite’s lifetime 
is now expected to be at least as 
long as the lifetime of its -bat- 
teries—around two months.

FORT BLISS, Tex.—“‘Housing eon nditions oh ‘the whole are most worrente oS at the 


present time,” according to the Fort 


ss billeting officer. 


“It is anticipated t at the 


average student assigned to the Army Air Defense School for courses of six to 10 months 
duration, will not be offered post quarters for the duration of their schooling. Application 


must be. made in person at the 
Army Air Defense Center billet- 
ing office, after having first signed 
in’ on the post.”” 

The outlook for off-post hous- 
ing is somewhat better. There are 
ample furnished rooms, hotels, 
motels, trailer, and tourist courts 
available on a ‘temporary basis. 
The billeting. office maintains off- 
post listings and will assist new 
arrivals in finding accommodations 
in El Paso, There is adequate 
city bus transportation between El 
Paso and Fort Bliss. The post 
proper is nearly surrounded by 
the city of El Paso. 

Prices for furnished houses and 
apartments range from $70 to $110 
for one bedroom, $95 to $135 for 
two bedrooms, and $110 to $135 for 
three bedrooms. For unfurnished 
houses and apartments,: one bed- 
roonr costs from $60 to $80, two 
bedrooms from $85 to $115, and 
three bedrooms from. $100 to $135. 
Utilities. are extra, usually from 
$15 to $30 a month, exclusive of 
telephone. One and two bedroom 
units are fairly plentiful, but it 
is a little harder to find three 
bedroom dwellings. 


THE FORT BLISS Housing As-

A Capehart housing project is 
in the planning stage and will pro- 
vide 2257 officer and noncommis- 
sioned officer family quarters 
when completed. . Actual building 
is expected to begin this summer. 
Many Army families have found 
it more advantageous to buy homes 
in El Paso. Prices for three bed- 


room, bath and three-quarters, 
brick homes start at under $10,000. 
There are some houses available 
for down payments of as little as 
$250, but, in general, larger down 
payments are the rule. There is, 
at present, a good resale market 


for houses.

Defense Plan 


In buttressing his reorganization plan, 
the President unfortunately lays all the 
blame for the Pentagon’s present state of 
confusion on the rivalries existing among the 
services as they seek prestige and money. 


He neglects to acknowledge a certain irony 
in the fact that the present chain of com- 


mand—which is also a principal cause of . 


Pentagon confusion, and which Eisenhower 
admits is cumbersome—was set up as a “re- 
form” by the President himself in 1953. Per- 
haps his diffidence here is understandable. 
But he also fails to show anywhere in his 
message that the sad state of our defense 
posture has been brought about, not alone 
by Pentagon inefficiency, but at least in part 
by policies dictated by Administration poli-' 
tics centered on the Treasury Department 
and the Budget Bureau, instead of on ou 
strategic position in the world. , 
Other than that, the President's proposals 
are strong ones, as they had to be, and de- 
serve full consideration by the people and 
Congress. An understanding of their specific 
meaning must await an examination of the 


legislation shortly to be sent to Congress. ~ 


A reading of Eisenhower’s general statement, 
however, uncovers a number of points likely 
to draw controversial fire. 

The proposal to give the Defense Secre- 
tary control of all sums appropriated for de- 
fense, for allotment to the services as he 
sees fit, is not one calculated to sit well with 
the citizens. The vision of so much power, 
as represented by the huge defense budget, 
vested in one office is enough to turn the 
hair white. While Congress probably trusts 
the good sense of the present Defense Sec- 
retary, it is not likely to give all future oc- 
cupants of that office carte blanche to turn 
themselves into “czars” overnight. The pro- 
posal also, needless to say, flies. directly in 
the face of the legislature’s constitutional 
right to appropriate and allocate funds, (In- 
cidentally, like all reorganization plans sub- 
mitted by the executive branch, this one 
throughout fails to take into consideration 
the definite separation of powers laid down 
by the Constitution. There is a blind spot 

here, somewhere.) 
. Also of doubtful valicity, constitutionally 
speaking, is the desire to further broaden the 
power of the Defense Secretary so that he 
becomes, in effect, a “deputy Commander-in- 
Chief” of the armed forces. As such, he and 
his Joint Chiefs Chairman and their Joint 
Staff would assume full direction of all the 
services in peace and war, under the Presi- 
dent alone. The service -secretaries would 
become mere figurehead administrators. No 
senior officer, of any service, could hope for 
further promotion or. higher command un- 
less he obtained the personal approval of the 
Defense Secretary. 


There, if we may be permitted a bit of 
prevision, lies the making of an elite officer 
corps whose code of values may well come 
to be based less on professional ability and 
courage than on qualities of subservience and 
compliance. (Indeed, one may almost hear, 
faintly, the echo of booted footsteps down 
Chancellory corridors in the Third Reich’s 
Berlin). 

All in all, this reorganization program is 
strong stuff. One must admire Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s forthrightness in proposing such 
harsh cures for a sick animal, in the face of 
what he knew must be firm opposition on 
Capitol Hill. But he has gone too far in some 
respects—and one can only hope that. this 
was done deliberately in the expectation of 
taking back to the White House half a loaf, 
ag than none. For a compromise is in 

order.

_ months. 


SHORTLY after the launching of 
Explorer I, the Army put out a 

ress release quoting Dr.” John 

"Keefe, Army Map Service ‘geodi- 
cist, as saying that by using ac- 
cepted techniques of measurement, 
errors in maps in the Pacific could 
be ‘reduced from three-quarters of 
a mile to 300 feet.” , 

Use of the Explorer measure- 
ments for mapping will “ultimate- 
ly lead to a precision on the order 
of 30 feet throughout the world,” 
the release said. 

Congress has since been told, in 
other committee hearings; that 
there is no meed for additional 
satellites to determine distances be- 
tween points on the earth’s sur- 
face. If only “good orbits” are pro- 
oo for Explorers I and III and 
or the Sputniks, distances can be 
accurately determined to within a 
tenth of a mile or less. 


AT THE MOMENT the_trouble 
is that this good orbit has not been 
determined for any of. the- satel- 
lites because of failure to process 
the hundreds of sightings. of ‘all 
these satellites from. points 
throughout the world through the 
computers available to the Navy 
Research Laboratory and other 
government agencies. 

Once ‘such computations are 
made — and it takes programmers, 
men who can translate information 
from human into. ma¢hine terms so 
that the computers can handle it, 
and who also tell the computers 
how to process the information -— 
determining the distance from U.S. 
launching ‘sites to targets in poten- 
tial hostile areas becomes a simple 
matter, 

This is because true distances be- 
tween various parts of the United 
States are accurately known now. 


ewise, the distatices between 
various points in Europe as far 
east as the Ural mountains are 
known. The error in these distances 
is less than half a mile. This has 
been proved not only by chaining 
distances when drawing maps but 
also by using both lunar and astral 
} 
7 


THUS, pa late last fall, it has 
been possible to know ‘within less 
than half a mile — and in the near 
future it could be possible to know 
within 300 feet or less — tHe dis- 
tances between any two points on 
the surface of the earth, with the 
possible exception of the interior of 
Asia. 

It is accepted military doctiine 
and established American policy to- 
day to. seek in war to destroy mili- 
tary targets, wherever ‘located. 
The great argument in favor of the 


hydrogen bomb — thermonuclear 


weapons — is that because of errors 
in maps and in the accuracy of 
weapons which combined could 
throw a shot 15 miles off-target, we 
must have weapons of massive de 
struction to be sure we get the 
military target. The fact that non- 
military areas will suffer ‘has been 
accepted as one of the unfortunate 
hazards of war. 
But according to some public 
testimony and to other testimony 
that is not classified but which, be- 
cause given behind closed doors to. 
Congressional committees, has not 
yet been made public, these errors 
need no longer exist. 
WITH PINPOINT accuracy avail- 
able, atomic rather than thermo- 
nuclear weapons would fulfill all 
military reqiirements..-And atomic 
weapons, according to.all compe- 
tent witnesses, do not carry with 
them. the long-range genetic dan- 
gers of thermonuclear weapons. 
With the need for thermonu- 
clear weapons gone, the United 
States could safely suspend fur- 
ther thermonuclear tests — not 
with a proviso that the suspension 
of tests would continue only so 
long as no other country tested hy- 
drogen weapons but absolutely. 
From a national standpoint, the 
tragedy is that the necessary infor- 
mation to justify such a decision 
was not developed as soon as pos- 
sible, so that Russia could not have 
scored its recent propaganda vic- 
tory. From the human viewpoint, 
it continues to be tragic that this 


information has yet been 

worked up and passed along to our 

policy-makers so that tests can be 

suspended now. 

WHY hasn’t it yet been done? 

Partly it is a hangover from the 
“what good is it?” attitude toward 
satellites that typified statements 
by former Defense Secretary 
Charles E_ Wilson and Administra- 
tion officials after Sputnik I was 
launched, This has generated in- 
difference to, even resistance to 
supporting~ satellite. activity. not 
only on the top levels but also 
among politically-minded junior su- 
pervisors. 

Another reason is that the Army 
Map Service budget is being cut 
by $8 million this year, It will ‘not 
be .able-to process information so 
that though we could be accurate 
in maps,-we will continue not to be 
for months, even years. 

In‘ addition, accurate measure- 
ment of distances and. accurate or- 
bital figures’ on the various satel- 
lites has been given a low priority. 
The military necessity has been 
subordinated to other considera- 
tions. 

FROM Gen. Gavin's testimony, it 
ig obvious that the possibility of 
map accuracy in feet over distances 
of 5000 and more miles was never 
presented to him. It has also not 
been presented to his superbane.

determining which are the “criti- 
cal” MOS’s, based gn reenlistment 
rates; training time, and needs of 
the Army. 

It is still the plan to give PPA’s 
to outstanding individuals, regard- 
less of MOS. But the greatest per- 
centage of PPA’s will go to those 
holding critical MOS’s, so long as 
they have demonstrated on-the-job 
skill in them. School training alone 
is not enough to qualify for PPA. 

Until it is decided which PPA 
system is to be used, the Army will 
not announce the MOS’s to which 
they will go. 

What concerns the Army staff 
now is the method -to be used. 
Should it use the grade advance- 
ment system or the P-system set 
up in the Kilday pay bill? 

The general attitude is to wait to 
see what Defense prescribes as 
standards, how much money is 
made available and the percentage 
of rated individuals that Defense 
permits the Army to have. 

The Army staff wants to be sure 
that it maintains a competitive po- 
sition with the other services for 
career-motivated individuals. At 
present, there seems to be a leaning 
toward the P-system.. 

Under this, men may be ap- 
pointed to any one of three P 
grades, regardless of their rank. 
These grades carry maximum pro- 
ficiency bonuses of $50, $100 and 
$150 respectively. The amount an 
individual would receive would de- 
pend on the need for his MOS and 
his degree of skill in the MOS, re- 
gardless of grade. 

Use of the P system would sim- 
plify things in some ways, com- 
plicate them in others. P-bonuses 
could be awarded and taken away 
as,an MOS was more or less critical 
without any effect on a man’s mili- 
tary rank. In figuring pay, how- 
ever, P-bonuses could make the ad- 
ministration of pay records very 
complicated. 

From an administrative stand- 
point the system of giving one or 
two pay grade increases for profi- 
ciency might be easier. But this 
would create a feeling among indi- 
viduals that they had been “de- 
moted” when P-pay was taken from 
them. 

Chances are that no decision will 


be reached for another month.

Essentially, the plan coneentrates 
far greater powers in the Secre- 
tary of Defense and makes of the 
services support agencies to uni- 
fied commands in the field which 
operate under the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff at the direction of the Sec- 
retary of Defense and the Com- 
mander-in-Chief. 

To do this, the plan calls for 
fiscal powers for the Defense See- 
‘retary which Congress already has 
indicated it will fight. 

THE PRESIDENT sent a special 
message to Congress on the plan 
on April 3. Since then, legislation 
needed to make the plan work has 
been drafted and is being staffed. 
It is expected to get to Congress 
sometimes during the week of 
April 14. 

In his message, the President 
_ these reasons for adopting the 
plan: 


“Separate ground, sea and air 
warfare is gone forever. If ever 
again we should be involved in 
war, we will fight in all elements, 
with all services, as one single 
concentrated effort. Peacetime pre- 
paratory and organizational activ- 
ity must conform to this fact. Stra- 
tegic and tactical planning must be 
completely unified, combat forces 
organized into unified commands 

. singly led and prepared to 
fight as one, regardless of service.” 

“Clearly we should preserve the 
traditidbnal form and pattern of the 
services ‘but should regroup and 
redefine certain. service responsi- 
bilities. 

* 

“WE MUST ORGANIZE our 
commands that are truly unified, 
each assigned a mission in full ac- 
cord with our over-all military ob- 
jectives. . . I intend that, subject 
to exceptions personally approved 
by the commander-in-chief, all of 
our operational forces be organized 
into truly unified commands. 
they will be in the Department of 
Defense but separate from the 
military departments. . . each uni- 
fied commander must have un- 
questioned authority over all units 
of his command. Forces must be 
assigned to the command and be 
removed from the command only 
by central direction—by the See- 
retary of Defense or the Comman- 
der in Chief—and not by orders of 
individual military departments. 

Accordingly I have directed the 
Secretary of Defense to discon- 
tinue the use of military depart- 
ments as executive agents for uni- 
fied commands. 

“We must strengthen the mili- 
tary staff in the office of the Sec- 
retary of Defense. . . the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff will in the future 
serve as the staff assisting the Sec- 
retary of Defense in his exercise 
of direction over unified com- 
mands. . . I have directed the Sec- 
retary of Defense to discontinue 
the Joint Staff committee system 
and to strengthen the Joint Staff 
by adding an integrated opera- 
tions division. . . I propose that 
present law be changed fo make 
it clear that each chief of a mili- 
tary service. . . make their Joint 
Chiefs of Staff duties their princi- 
pal duties. 

“WE MUST CONTINUE the 
three military departments as 
agencies within the Department 
of Defense to administer a wide 
range’ of functions (such as) ad- 
ministration, training and logistics. 

“We must remove all doubts as 
to the full authority of the Seere- 
tary of Defense. . (in money 
matters he) should have greater 
flexibility, both among and within 
the military departments. . .

How Space’ 
Like an Aficianado | 


If; at any point in the ne 
Paragraph you

Let’s begin with 
space itself. 

The stars of the 
universe are clus- 
tered together in giant aggrega- 
tions of between 20 and 40 billion 
stars or suns. These aggregations 
are called galaxies and the space 
between’ them: is, logically, _inter- 
galactic space. Inside each galaxy 
the stars: are separated by inter- 
stellar space. Many, if not most, 
stars must have planets and the 
space between the planets is isiter- 

space — for example, the 
spaee between us and the planet 
Mars. 


CISLUNAR SPACE 


Now that we are very nearly 
home again, let’s consider space 
near the planet earth. That por- 
tion of space around the earth en- 
closed by the orbit of our natural 
moon is called cislunar space. It 
has a diameter, in round figures, 
of half a million miles, 

The earth’s gravitational attrac- 
tion can be felt for quite a distance. 
When you are inside the area 
where it is predominant you are 
in the earth’s gravisphere. By coin- 
cidence, the diameter of the earth’s 
gravisphere is about the same as 
that of cislunar space. ; 

Something moving in the gravis- 
phere is, as everybody knows, in 


orbit. The body around which the 
orbiting takes place is called the 


The change, in’ terminology is 
not just an astronomical whimsy. 
It is perfectly logical if you know 
the meaning of the Greek words 
used in constructing the terms. The 


‘word peri means “around,” the 


word apo means “to go away.” 
Greek for “earth” is gaia, hence 
perig But the Greek term used 
for e sun is helios, hence peri- 
helion. 

Let’s try now and see what you 
would say if you were orbiting 
around Mars. Greek for Mars is, 
Ares, so the nearest point comes. 
out as periareaon. Simple. Inci- 
dentally, you can’t blame any liv- 
ing person for having thought up 
the terminology. ‘The man who 
coined these terms was Johannes 
Kepler who died in 1630. He is 
also the man who found out that 
the normal shape of an orbit is an 
ellipse. 

Establishing the size and position 
of your orbit calls for navigation by 
the stars. Greek for “star” is 
aster; hence-you would be practic- 
ing astro-navigation, which has 
been contracted to astrogation. 


TYPES OF ROCKETS 


Now let’s talk about the rockets. 
A rocket just fired to the moon to 
crash there is a moon messenger. 
But a rocket fired to miss the moon 
so that it will be pulled around it 
in the lunar gravisphere is a cir- 
cum-lunar rocket. If you just said 
“moon rocket” you would be con- 
fusing the issue because that could 
mean either one. But whenever 
there is a man in the rocket, it be- 
comes a “ship,” like moonship. 

Incidentally, all rocketmen agree 
that one should write spaceship, in 
one word, just like steamship. Un- 


fortunately a “satellgid” could be 
either manned or automatic, (Oh, 
a satelloid is an artificial satellite 
moving in an ‘orbit which is inside 
the atmosphere, hence it would 
need steady propulsion in, order 
to keep in its orbit: But the 
amount of this propulsion would be 
smaJl —- just a few pounds of 
steady thrust.) 


HYPERSONIC VELOCITY . 


The orbital velocity of a satelloid 
would be hypersonic. This means 
that it is faster than five times the 
speed of sound. If something 
merely moves faster than sound, 
say twice as fast, it is supersonic. If 
something moves at the speed of 
sound it has “senie speed” or “sonic 
velocity.” If it can’t even keep up 
with sound it is sub-sonic. 

Well, this then is the first primer 
of space talk + begging your for- 
giveness, of astronautncal vocabu- 
lary. The word astronautics means 
space travel, of course. It is also 
based_on Greek words (naus means 
“ship”) but it was invented more 
recently than those terms which 
the rocketmen “swiped” from the 
astronomers. The year of the in- 
vention of this word was 1930 and 
its inventor was the French pioneer 
aviator, Robert Esnault-Pelterie.

- COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo. —United States Army Air 
Defense Command brigades and groups will officially be 
known as Army “air defense artillery” units, Lt. Gen. Charles 


E, Hart, commanding general, an- 
nounced this week. 

The change, involving abandon- 
ment by the brigades and groups 
of the old “antiaircraft artillery” 
designation, can be marked down 
as a sign of the times. It is evi- 
dence of the shift which Army air 
defense forces have made during 
the last four years from antiair- 
craft guns to the modern, surface- 
to-air missile employed by the 
Army in the nation’s air defense 
system today. 

It is evidence also of the 
Army’s recognition of missiles 
as an extension of artillery, with 
projectiles given the improve 
ment of in-flight guidance to 
counter high- performance tar- 


gets. 

Gen. Hart, who made the an- 
nouncement from his headquarters 
in Colorado. Springs, said the 
change conforms with the redesig- 
nation a year ago of the command 
itself. Formerly known as the 
Army Antiaircraft Command, it 
became the United States Army 
Air Defense Command in March, 
1957. The name was changed to 
give the nationwide~Army force a 
fitle descriptive of its mission. 


AS THE ARMY componént of 
the North American Air ‘Defense 
Command, USARADCOM provides 
combat-ready Army forces used in 
the continental air defense sys- 
tem of NORAD. The United States 
Army Defense Command is the 
largest of the Army on-site com- 
bat ready commands in the United 
States. 

Affected by the change in unit 


designations announced this week 
by Gen. Hart are the United States 


‘Army Air Defense Command’s six 


air defense artillery- brigades and 
more than a score of Army air 
defense artillery Sroups. 


“ANTIAURCRAFT ARTIL- | 


LERY,” or.“AAA,” ia the designa- 
tion which has been used for 
Army air. defense forces since the 
first antiaircraft units were estab- 
lished by the Army. in 1917. At 
that time the Antiaircraft Artillery 
Service was a part of the Coast 
Artillery Corps. 


In March of 1942, the Army was 


reorganized to place it on a war 
footing. Among changes was the 
abolishment of the Office of the 
Chief of the Coast Artillery. In its 
stead was created the wartime 
Antiaircraft Command (AAC). The 
AAC trained the Army Air defense 
forces for assignment to combat 
commands overseas. At the same 
time, anti-aircraft artillery units 
were provided for the geographi- 
cal Defense Commands established 
in the continental U.S, for defense 
against air attacks. 

THE EXISTING United States 
Army. Air Defense Commatid was 
established in 1950 as the. Army 
Antiaircraft Command. at the. out- 
break of the Korean conflict. Until 
1953, the Army’s contribution of 
forces to the air defense system 
consisted of providing antiaircraft 
gun units. 

Both the AAC and the Defense 
Commands were after 
the war.

GROUND, N.M. — A Rube Gold- 
berg contrivance rigged from stand- 
ard signal reception components by

RT is supposed to resemble or 
mirror life, but it isn’t very 
interesting if the resemblance is 
too literal. Nobody likes to read 
minute-by-minute. accounts of 
lives of even the most exciti 
ple. A’ painting exactly d ing 
the external appearance of its 
as an 
imaginative portrait of the same’ 
subject. 

“And Save Them for Pallbear- 
ers”—the second-half of the cynic’s 
code—is too close to reality to be 
appealing. In its war scenes and 
flashbacks in the lives of the mem- 
bers of a squad, it resembles “The 
Naked and the Dead.” And in its 
story of love between a wounded} 
soldier and an Army nurse, it is 
somewhat reminiscent of “Fare- 
well to Arms.” 

But this new novel doesn’t quite 
measure up to either Hemingway 
or Norman Mailer’s first novel. It 
suffers. from .a répetitious adher- 
ence to reality in its depiction. of 
blood-letting, maiming and death 
in battle. Its scenes are accurate 
—this is what fighting was like in 
a rifle company in Europe during 
World War Ii—shell ‘splinters rip- 
ping -into flesh and organs, rain 
and cold making men sick and 
miserable, the fatigue of climbing 
the next hill, digging the next hole 
and -girding for the next jump-off. 


But +».by eonstantly repeating’: 


these gory ‘scenes, _the.. author 
numbs the reader’s ability com- 
prehend the savagery of the batile- 
field. 

It’s a, shame, author 
Garrett, an Ohio newspaperman, 
writes. forcefully, economically and 
with insight. into’ the motives of 
riflemen. The battle scenes are 
realistic, but so are the behind-the- 
lines: scenes.

NNUMERABLE singers are called “jazz singers” but only 
a handful have a right to that title, One who does is 
Anita O’Day. 

A good many singers have copied, or if yous prefer, emulated, 
Anita’s once distinctive style, but none of these have been able to 
mat¢h her feeling for the beat, her natural rhythmic grace and swing. 
This includes two of the best and most famous Anita-like stylists, June 
Christy and Chris Connor, which is not to put either Christy or Chris 
down. 

For a splendid example of the O’Day beat, hear the up tempo 
“Them There Eyes” on a new LP called “Anita Sings the Most” (Verve 
8259). Another highlight of the set is a bouncy “Taking A Chance 
on Love. 

Anita’s excellent rhythm accompaniment is not identified but 
it is obviously the Oscar Peterson group. Incidentally, although Peter- 
son is the most recorded pianist in jazz history, few have noticed how 
frequently Oscar, a fine pianist, sounds like Nat Cole. Oscar must have 
listened closely to Nat’s playing in his formative years. For a good 
a of Cole-like Peterson, try “You Turned the Tables on Me” in 
this set. ‘ 

Occasionally, Anita sounds almost as if she’s imitating herself (a 
habit with singers who have an easily identifiable style or sound, as a 
close hearing of Sinatra or Holiday will prove)-and her pitch is not 
always perfect; but perfection is dull, anyway, and these are minor 
faults. Anita has major virtues that are extremely rare. She stays on 
top of the beat. She swings as few singers ever have. Or ever will. 

LAST WEEK in this space a review of the book “Count Basie and 
His. Orchestra” by Raymond Horricks was announced for this week. 
Let’s make it next week. I haven't finished the book yet. ‘

NEW RECORDS IN BRIEF: Red Norvo, a great musician, is fea- 
tured with Harry Babasin’s Jazzpickers on “Command Performance” 
(EmArcy 36123). This is a very swinging set for the most part and is 
highly recommended. Babasin plays pizzicato cello with taste and a 
sense of fun. “The Stinger” is especially fine. Unsigned liner notes 
are well worth reading .. . “Ellington Indigos” (Columbia 1085) pre- 
sents the Duke Ellington band in an unpretentious mood. The music 
is fine for dancing as well as listening. And don’t miss the excellent 
trumpet by Shorty Baker on “Mood Indigo.” . . . Louis Bellson at the 
Flamingo (Verve 8256) is an appealing, no nonsense set. Key man in 
the quartet is the relentlessly swinging trumpeter Harry (Sweets) Edi- 
son ... Mary Lou Williams, a top-rank pianist and arranger, probably 
the greatest female jazz musician in the world, is featured on one side 
of “Ladies of Jazz’ (Atlantic LP 1271). Other side is by another tal- 
ented femme pianist, Barbara Carroll. 

A Detroit tenor man who calls himself Yusef Lateef has teceived 
a good deal of praise from critics and others. If you’re curious, try 
“Before Dawn” (Verve 8217). The title tune would, I am sure, be just 
the right background music for a strip-teaser. Yusef’s playing is 
termed intense and “muscular.” ..: . Music from “The King and I” as 
interpreted by a quartet called the Mastersounds (World Pacific 405) 
is currently one of the better selling jazz LPs today. The music is 
pleasant, easy to listen to, and much better than most albums of this 
sort. Well recorded, too. 

More than anything else, “Buddy DeFranco Plays Benny Goodman” 
(Verve 2089) serves to remind everyone how wonderful the old Good- 
man sextet sides were. There are good musicians on the set but. the 
rhythm section somehow doesn’t jell and if you really want to hear 
Benny’s Bugle, A Smooth One, Rose Room, Air Mail Special, and the 
rest, hear the original Goodman sextet sides on Columbia. “Buddy De- 
Franco Plays Artie Shaw” (Verve 2090) is more successful, possibly be- 
cause the DeFranco clarinet is closer in spirit and approach to Shaw 
than to Goodman, although Goodman was DeFranco’s original inspira- 
tion. Top rank sidemen include pianist Jimmy Rowles, who doubles 
on harpsichord as Jimmy Guarnieri did for Shaw in the swing era. 

“Lionel Hampton ’58” (Verve 8223) is not the best set Hamp has 
made with Oscar Peterson and company. However, it’s still much bet- 
ter than most jazz LPs released today. Tunes are Body and Soul, Honey- 
suckle Rose, Flying Home and A Foggy Day. . . Pianist Eddie Heywood, 
a piano player who plays with touch and tone (most pianists care little 
for these qualities today) runs through a dozen tunes, mostly standards, 
on a pleasant set called “The Touch of Eddie Heywood” (RCA ‘Victor 


1466) ... “String Fever” by guitarist Chuck Wayne is well done and }» 


would seem to be a good album for easing a square into an appreciation 
of jazz (Vik 1098). Wayne is one of the best of the solo guitarists. Ar- 
rangements for the sextets and big band are by Wayne himself... “The 
Legend of Bessie Smith” (Columbia 1591) finds Ronnie Gilbert sing- 
ing blues that Bessie made famous. Miss Gilbert plainly does not have 
the voice or blues spirit for the job. There are some good musicians 
on the set, however, including Cootie Williams (and why isn’t Cootie 
recorded more often?) Dinah Washington’s Bessie Smith LP, reviewed 
last week, is far superior. 

“The Astounding Bernard Peiffer’ (Decca 8626) is recommended 
only to those who agree with critic Barry Ulanov that Peiffer is somé 
kind of “new Tatum” or at least an exciting pianist. Incidentally, Peif- 
fer isn’t “spare,” he’s devastatingly unspare and downright flashy. 


Peiffer’s first track on this LP, “Yesterdays,” should be_enough to please 
those Who dig Peiffer; and certainly, as in my case, enough for those 
who don’t. Aside from the fact that both Peiffer and the late Art 
Tatum play with both hands, I can see no similarity between the two. 
Both John Lewis, the “spare” pianist mentioned last week, and Peiffer 
received votes as the greatest jazz pianists in the world in last year’s 
Down Beat Jazz Critics Poll. Don’t ask me why.

“Spain, had abandoned the first at- 


tempt to build ‘the mission in 1775 
to rush. to the aid of the nearby 
mission of San Diego, besieged by 
marauding Indians. 


Built of limestone quarried four 
miles away and carried to the con- 
struction site by Indians, the Old 
Stone Church was the most mag- 
nificent of the California Mission 
Churches, Its. bell tower could be 
seen for nine miles. 

An abortive attempt was made to 
rebuild the stone church with 
adobe (mud bricks) in the early 
1860s. Rains struck while there was 
only a temporary roof in place, and 
much of the new construction 
melted in one night. 

Restoration of the church wasn’t 
begun until 1922.

ESPITE the decided lack 
of success of Ford’s Con- 
tinental Mark II and Cadillac’s 
Eldorado Brougham, there is a 
group which feels a market exists | CO 
for super-luxury automobiles in 
this country. 
More than a year ago word be- 
gan to leak out of, the Cleveland 
area that'a batch of monied Ohio 
citizens were planning to produce 
expensive, “high quality cars -de- 
signed for automobile fanciers in 
the upper income brackets. 

To automotive writers, this was 
an old story.

Interest perked up when it be- 
came apparent that the Ohioans 
were backing their’ beliefs with 
money. Still, there was a tendency 
not to take the whole thing to seri- 
ously. It appears now, however, 
the Clevelanders aren’t’ kid- 

ng. 

Latest word is that this ultra- 
ultra series of cars will hit the 
‘market sometime this summer! 
Name of the new make will be the 
Argonaut, and six body styles and 
three wheelbases will be offered, 
_Not a‘ great deal is known about 
wie Argonaut, its backers having 
been extremely secretive so far. 
(Which: probably is just as well. 
At least the lack of advance build- 
up will prevent the anti-climatic 
feeling which occurred with the 
introduction of the Edsel last fall). 


‘ FROM THE INFORMATION that 
is available, it looks like Argonauts 
will be powered by Chrysler V-8’s 
carefully selected and modified to 
insure maximum performance and 
durability. 

Initial reports were that Argo- 
nauts would be offered in only one 
form, a roadster with a rugged, 
massive tubular frame and a 127- 
inch wheelbase, Current plans ap- 
pear to be more ambitious. ‘ As 
mentioned above, Argonauts will be 
offered in six body styles.

A HISTORY OF TOBACCO 


Columbus, Liked the Weed 


vue other day an item turned up in a New York afternoon bewspaper revealing that the 
last of the cigar store Indians in the city had been carted off, presumably to a museum 


or antique dealer. 
Americana asa reminder of a 
period which saw similar ‘statu- 
esque decorations at the portals of 
tobacconists the country over. 

Se ends an era—an era that 
began nearly five centuries age 
when Columbus first set foot on 
the West Indian island we call 
the Dominican Republic teday. 

The Indians who gazed on the 
“burning sticks”—that is, the fire- 
arms—of the white men, were 
probably no less puzzled than the 
same white mén who saw the na- 
tives breathing, strange redolent 
fumes of smoke, sucked out-of a 
roll of burning leaves. 

Columbus and his sailors were 
quick to try out this extraordinary 
Indian custom. The aromatic 
vapors, of which they caught the 
first whiff, intrigued them. In re- 
turn for.a few bangles they ob- 
tained seVeral of the Indians’ Y- 
shaped “pipes,” them up, in- 
setted them in their nostrils as 
was the custom, and inhaled.

From there it will doubtless find its way into some collection of 


the Y-shaped Indian pipe, or 
tebago, across Europe. Tobacco 
became so popular it was called: 
“A lone man’s companion, a bach- 
elor’s friend, a hungry man’s food, 
asad man’s cordial, a wakeful 
sleep and a chilly man’s 

e.” 

Poor men chewed it; states- 
men snuffed it; ladies and gentle- 
men smoked it. Queen Elizabeth 
I popularized it in court with a 
long, thin pipe, and commanded 
the settlers in the New World to. 
grow more of ,it. 

In Jamestown, Va., after saving 
John Rolfe from the axe, Pocahon- 
tas helped him plant a new strain 
of tobacco that combined the “bit- 
ter” leaf native to Virginia with 
the sweet aromatic variety of the 
West Indies. The hybrid blend 
was so successful that Jamestown’s 
merchants sold 20,000 pounds of 
“sweetscented” tobacco on the Lon- 
don market in 1613. 

But. tobacco was more than a 
pleasant and fragrant leaf; it be- 
came the staple crop of the New 
World... When King James I raised 
the tax on it, colonists from Georgia 
to New England uttered their first 
words of revolt. 

And, when George Washington 
helped turn that revolt into revo- 
lution, tobacco had become so valu- 
able that—when he begged aid of 
the Continental Congress for his 
troops—he cried: “If you can't 
send money—send tobaceo!” 

When ‘inflation swepf*the col- 
onies and the term “not. worth a 
continental”-came into vague be- 
cause paper currency was ased, 
the Virginia General Assembly paid 
off its delegates in tobacco. 

‘ You could even gauge the poli- 


ties of a man in those days by 
the way he used his tobacco. If 
he took snuff, he was theught an 
English “dandy”; if he smoked 
a pipe, he was a Back Bay aristo- 
crat; if he chewed it, as most 
Americans did, he was one of the 
commoners. 
tobacce of the chewing variety 
was cheap and convenient te 
carry around. 

But while America was chéwing, 
England was smoking—an@- not 
just »pipes but something new: 
cigarettes. About the time Amer- 
ican..pioneers' were popularizing 
tobacco in the Far West, cigarettes 
were invented in the Near East. 


THE FIRST REAL paper- 
wrapped cigarette as we know it 
today was born in a battle in 1832. 
The Egyptians were busy laying 
siege to the Turkish city of Acre. 
One clever Egyptian cannoneer had 
improved. the speed with which he 
fired his gun by rolling his gun- 
powder in a paper tube. 

His general was so impressed he 
sent the soldier a gift box of to- 
bacco. But, as the soldier didn’t 
own a pipe, he rolled the tobacco 
inside his gunpowder paper and 
touched ‘fire to it. 

He sucked in the smoke from 
his rolled-up tobacco—and en- 
joyed the world’s first cigarette. 

This unknown cannoneer’s com- 
rades-in-arms thought highly of 
cigarette smoking and took up the 
practice. Soon, the Turkish soldiers 
borrowed the idea from the Egyp- 
tians; Russia later adopted it from 
the Turks; the British took it over 
from the Russians, and the Amer- 
icans learned cigarette-smoking in 
turn from their British cousins.

“the recession shows signs of flat- 
tening out in coming months, 
rather than deepening.” 

The same day’s papers printed 
the report of the Economic Com- 
mission for Europe, an organ of 
the United Nations. It saw “few 
signs of revival before autumn” 
in America and feared an ill effect 
on the rest of the world in a slow- 
down of American imports. 

The President and the -—Adminis- 
tration poliey of holding back on 
recession cures may Or may not 
be an example of what Baruch 
called, “using half the sense that 
God gave us” which, ‘he said, was 
all that was needed to get out of 
this all right.” But it certainly 
took political courage at a time 
when “hard times,” the well-worn 
issue, was being polished ‘up by 
the Democrats. 

The President, who appeared to 
be quite sure of himself and his 
ideas at the news conference, re- 
marked: 

“I do believe that when you stop 
to realize what can happen in. an 
economy such as ours when we 
have to handle these things as 
political matters and not as eco- 
nomic matters, you can get some 
very bad effects.” 

His short confab with Mr. Ba- 
ruch the previous day seemed to 
have had some effect. Or maybe 
he was just taking one of those 
“calculated risks,” which are the 
privilege of the ‘military. E

Pay Raise 


- Back when the federal em- 
ployee pay raise. bill passed 
the: Senate and some people 
, were dreamily predicting a 
January 1 effeetive date and big 
retroactive pay checks, we warned 
that the gate was still strait and 
the way hard, 
* We trust “everyone has been 
aware of the lack of action on the 
measure in the last month. : 
This is to remind readers. that 
the way is still hard. Before the 
classified pay raise, goes through, 
a postal pay compromise must be 
imade and before that a postal rate 
ase compromise must be made 
and before that a postal rate in- 
erease compromise must be made. 
Efforts have barely started on the 
latter. 
When Congress returns from 
‘the Easter recess April 14, work 
will start te get a postal rate bill 


that both House and the Presi- - 


dent will accept, [t will probably 
be the end of April by the time 
it goes. through. 

After that, the legislators will 
try to work out a postal employee 
bill the President will sign—no 
easy matter. Best guess is that 
the classified . federal employee 
raise ‘won't go through before the 
end of May at the earliest. 

And it Won’t be any 12 pefcent. 
And it won’t be retroactive to 
January 1.

Blankets Vs Dry Ice 


The electricity in the Washing- 
ton area was off recently for more 
than two days because of a storm. 
We have a freezer and I was afraid 


' the food in it would spoil. One of 


my neighbors told me I should 
cover it with blankets to keep the 
temperature down. 

I bought dry ice instead and 


now I wonder if blankets would 
have done the job as well. Has 
anyone tried this system?

Vanity Refinished 

This is for Mrs. H. L., who asked 
about changing the finish of a wal- 
nut vanity to maple. It can be done 
but the result is not pleasing. 
Simply paint the piece with com- 
mercial maple undercolor (two 
coats may be needed). Then apply 
one or more coats of clear varnish. 

The final color will be a garish 
yellow, called maple. 

Should she decide to refinish 

the vanity in walnut, here are the 
steps: 
Remove old finish with varnish 
remover and coarse steel wool. Rub 
down with medium and then fine 
sandpaper. Remove dust with soft 
brush. Fill dents with walnut shade 
stick shellac, melt with tiot knife 
blade. Smooth with fine sandpaper. 
Wipe with cheese cloth moistened 
with turpentine. Let dry. 

Apply walnut again. Let stand 
from five to 15 minutes, depend- 
ing on how light or dark you want 
the color to be. If it becomes too 
dark, wash off with turpentine. 
After stain has set, rub off thor- 
oughly with coarse cloth. Dry for 
24 hours. 

Wipe piece thoroughly to remove 
dust and stain that has not been 
absorbed by wood. 


Apply walnut paste wood filler 
and rub in across and with grain. 
Wait 30 minutes, then rub off all 
surplus. Let dry 24 hours, then 
rub down whole piece. ° Flannel 
cloth is best for this job. 


Seal with one coat of thin shel- 
lac (one part shellac, six parts de- 
natured alcohol), Dry two hours 
and rub down with 00 sandpaper 
or very fine steel wool moistened 
slightly with linseed oil. 

Final finish: 


Satin finish—apply minimum of 
three coats of clear varnish. Rub 
down each coat with pumice stone 
made into a paste with boiled lin- 
seed oil. Do not apply excessive 
pressure. Rub to remove high gloss 
and smooth rough spots. Dry. 24 
hours between coats. 

High gloss finish—same as above 
but use rotten stone made into a 
paste with water instead of pumice 
and oil. 

Antique patina finish—heat 
boiled linseed oil (not raw) in 
double boiler. Handle with care. 
Apply with cloth and let stand for 
15 to 20 minutes. Rub vigorously 
with flannel cioth. Repeat in 24 
hours. Repeat in three days, then 
once a week for several weeks. 
After the first coat apply oil -spar- 
ingly. Always dust with flannel 
cloth and then rub vigorously. The

TOMBSTONE, Ariz: The pay 
tables showing the proposed pay 
scale indicate that those ex-commis- 
sioneds who, by the accident of 
birth or timing, had their eate- 
— expire after June 1957 and 

very recently enlisted in 
pnd E-5, will have their 16 years 
of service recognized by the pay 
raise of 3% or $6; those with 18| 
years (by now) by a raise of 1% 
or $1.80! 


The reason for the maximum 
grade for officers reverting being 
set at E-5 has been given as the 
over- population in the top two 
grades and the consequent reduc- 
tion in opportunity for grades E-5 
and E-6. Now that the super-grades 
are to become fact, that situation 
will no longer exist and the reason 
for voiding the guarantee of nine 
years (1948 to 1957) will no longer 
have a basis. 

Since there is so small a pay raise 
for ex-commissioned E-5s and no 
semblance of a plan for special con- 
sideration for them, what about 
reconsideration of their enlistment 
grade determination?

Not Satisfied With 
Clothing Allowance 


FORT McPHERSON, Ga.: I am 
not satisfied at all with the present 
clothing allowance system, and 
would like to submit the following 
as a solution: 

Instead of the soldier being paid 
across the board, the money would 
be credited to a section of his pay 
card. When he needed something 
from Quartermaster, he would 
draw it with same type form used 
now. 

But instead of paying for it, a 
copy of issue form would be sent 
to Finance to be deducted from 
clothing allowance fund. The im- 
portant point of this plan is that 
any money left in this account at 
discharge date should revert back 
to the government. 

Advantages of this system are: 

® Biggest part of clothing would 
be bought from Quartermaster; 
eliminating a lot of not up to speci- 
fication buying. 

® Men would spend money for 
intended purpose and not as extra 
pocket money. 

® Clothing purchases would not 
be narrowed to the few days of the 
month right after payday. 

® The system would keep an 
accurate account of money allowed 
vs. money used. This would help 
on decisions to increase or decrease 
the allowance in the future. 

The disadvantage of this system 
is Finance would have added work 
but it would not be complicated 
and should be easy to handle. 

The Quartermaster has the re- 
sponsibility of clothing and equip- 
ping the Army. Any improvement

Why Can‘’t EM 
Wear Elastique? 


ARGENTIA, Nfld.; Why DA 
Circular 670-24, dated 26 Feb. 
1958? Is the Army Green uniform 
of wool elastique too neat in ap- 
pearance for the lowly’ enlisted 
man?

Wool elastique is 
twice as expensive as wool serge!

Or are they loaded with money 
they have saved from their cloth- 
ing allowance and have decided to 
splurge a bit? 

Oh, I know from experience that 
someone will scream at the top of 
his eagles that the Army must be 
uniform! 


I agree. 

And I will bet my next six 
months clothing allowance that 
this same someone can’t tell the 
difference between serge and elas- 
tique at five paces unless he wears

There are 20 nations in Latin 
America, J an area eight 
million square miles and having a 
population of over 100 million.

A cursory study of Latin Amer- 
ica history will show ‘that the 
armed forces of these countries 
have always played*the’ predomi- 
nant role in their political affairs 
and destinies. 

Most Latin American chiefs of 
state are military men and few 
if any Latin American govern- 
ments remain in power long with- 
out the tacit consent of the armed 
forces, 

Some Latin American officers 
have graduated from West -Point 
and others of our service schools, 
but these have been so few that 
their impact on their own service 
has been limited. 

Even so, in this regard, the 
United States has received a 
usurious rate of return in the 
form of goodwill on a small in- 
vestment, peop!p to-people-wise. 

Accepting this premise, it would 
appear logical for our military au- 
thorities-to give some thought to 
enlarging a program of such po- 
tentialities to to productive propor- 
tions, 

Such a program should enyisage 
the bringing together, at regular 
intervals, of a number of the mili- 
tary from each one of the Latin 
American nations in the environ- 
ment of a United States military 
establishment.

Wants EM Reserve 
Time Credited 


FORT BLISS, Tex.: It seems 
that. most all the legislation in 
progress today regarding retire- 
ment is tailored to fit the Reserve 
officer, or the in-graded officer on 
active. duty who put in time in 
the Officers Reserve Corps before 
1941. He is pretty*well taken care 
of; after 20 years of active duty 


he may count all timp in the Off | 


cers rve or time as a National 
ee toward final retire- 
ment. 


This is not so in the case of an 


enlisted man with the same type}, 


of service; he may only count the 
years of active duty. 

Ninety pereent of enlisted men 
who have this type of service, 
served in the National Guard be- 
fore 1941, some for as many as 
15 years. It is true that at the 
time the Reserve component serv- 
ice was put in, no one éxpected 
any federal recognition ‘of ° this 
service or the .longevity ‘pay ‘for 
the same, for which we now are 
very grateful. : 

Through the efforts of the Re- 
serve Officers Association, time in 
the Reserve components for active 
duty retirement is now counted 
for officers only. 

What about the privates, corpor- 
als and sergeants who come on ac- 
tive duty in 1940 and 1941 and 
are within two or three years of 
20 years as active duty today. Must 
they forego those years before 
Pearl Harbor? Some traveled. as 
much as 20 or 30 miles on cold 
winter nights to attend National 
Guard drill, sometimes twice a 
week at the Armory in the next 
town, or as in the cases of many, 
got fired by the boss when they 
returned to work after two weeks 
active training at National Guard 
camp because many employers did 
not understand the purpose of the 
training. 

Recently, I had occasion to speak 
to Congressman Rutherford of 
Texas about the House bill regard- 
ing the above for erilisted men, 
which seems to have become side- 
tracked in File 13, and he told me 
it had been referred back to the 
Pentagon and that no further ac- 
tion has been taken. 

Every enlisted man on active 
duty whose serial number has 
eight digits and begins with RA 
20 has had some time in the Guard 
before Pearl Harbor and would be 
effected after. 20 years of active

It would seem that any box- 
ing coach or trainer not con- 
cerned with the hassle of the 
pros and cons for holding All- 
Army tourneys would be against 
the present selection system and 
the current “training by the 
numbers” schedule. 

In the first place, the election 
committee’s task is far from easy. 
The committee is being asked to 
pick only those athletes with a 
good .chance of becoming cham- 
pions.. This is a near-impossible de- 
mand, because boxing, more than 
any other sport; thrives on sur- 
prise finishes and upsets. In the 
amateurs, especially, form takes a 
Jong holiday. These ‘“inconsis- 
tencies” are not failings of the 
sport, but its strength, because 
every time you mix up a different 
pair of boxers, the results can be 
surprising simply because boxers 
have different styles. 

* 

THIS BEING the case, the selec- 
tion committee cannot know in ad- 
vance whether or not certain box- 
ers have the “right” styles to win. 
And, as the eliminations have to be 
run off at Meade under the new 
system, we find three divisions 
battling it out with only three men 
in each one. The odd man draws a 
bye and boxes only once for the 
crown. 

One fact seems certain. There 
MUST be a better way, and it 
should be found before the Army 
provides punching bags in the 
Inter-Service event rather than 
champions.
